When be arrived at tbe dub bouae at 2 
o'clock there vraa a great gathering to 
greet him, and before leaving be ei- 
pressrii liinisdf pleased with the cordial 
reception acconleil liini Hud the result* 
of hit visit. 

President Frank Murphy occui it-.i the 
cbair and introduced the dislin^uinhed 
viaitor, who delivered a short but elo 
qoent addreaa that was well received 
After congratnlating Mackin Council 
upon it« ateady growth and dwelling upon 
the condition of the Young Mcn'a laati- 
tute in the Kentucky jurladlction, be 
stated that the principal object of his 
visit was to render rulings upon qiies 
tions now pending and wliicli would 
have an important bearing upon the t'u 
ture courae of the organiiation. Able and 
eloquent apeechea were made by Messrs. 
Jamta Shelly and Dan Cunniff upon the 
qnaatioBB submitted by Prcddent Luby. 
At the camaat reqneet of the membera he 
ruled npon all pending qnettiona before 
leaving, and the great applause that 
Kieeieij his decisions was sufficient to 
•lenionstiate that all present agreed there- 
with. President Luby has made an ex- 
cellent record and up to date his rulings 
have all been sustained. Before leaving 
he was inUoduced to all the members, 
who hope for aaethtrvWt fron him is 
tha aaar fntnre. 

Tvaaday night Mackin Hall was the 
scene of the biggaat maating of the year. 
Three young men, Mcasis. Will J. Daly, 
Louis J. Keifer, Jr., and Ambrose Rels. 
were elected members, snd the degrees 
were conferred upon Measrs. George W. 
Koertner, Ambrose Reis and Joseph 
Kemper. President Murphy was again 
in the chair, which he relinquishetl for a 
time to Dr. Alphonse Bizot, who presided 
with plaaaing dignity and impartality, 
shawli« a hnowlcdge of paiUanaatary 
law that swrpriaed his most ardent ad- 
mirers. His work in conferring the 
degrees was well done indeed and left a 
lasting impression upon the minds of all 
present. 

Will buuuon ttud Frank /ook, two of 
the founders of the society, were given a 
hearty welcome upon their reappearance 
at the meeting. Jack Shelly, CliHirniau 
of the Entertainment Committee, made 
bis final repait, turning over a check for 
a handsome snm to Trcaanrer Joe Stel- 
tenpohl. Jha report waa greeted with 
rounds of cheers, and the cemmittee 
were given a rising voU of tlmnks for 
their earnest work. Progress waa re- 
ported by the gentlemen having in 
charge the arrangements for the annnal 
outing at Fern Grove. Fickels were 
distributed to tnemliers unil the an- 
nonnoement made that a large number 
of prises bad been secured ftar dialribn- 
tioa among the purchasers. 

Piealdent Mnrphy annonnced tliede- 
cisions of President Lnby, and upon 
motion they were concurred in by a 
practically unanimous vote. This clears 
the deck for Mackin, and now the young 
men and lailies ol the West l- iiil will go 
earnestly to work to wipe out the remain- 
ing debt upon the beeotifnl etab boose 
and grounds. 

The debate annmiiK eil to take place at 
Trinity Hall on Monday night attracted 
a great audience, admission to the public 
being free. A more interesting subject 
thaa Qom nm ent ownarship «f railroads 
conld not have been adected, aad from 
beginning to end the utmoat intertst was 
msnifested.

Dr. Phil Beutel, Jr., and George Reuuei- 
sen took the side of Government owner- 
ship, Ahile the negative was assigned to 
David O'Connell and F;ugene J. Cooney. 
Xocach side an hour's time was allowed, 
David O'Connell opening the debate, fol- 
lowed by Dr. Bcntd. Both were eloquent 
end forceful, but strongly reminded one 
of the old-time Ponrth of July oration. 
Upon the subject neither had much to 
say, their time being given to matters not 
pertiuent, liut interspersed with anec- 
dotes and hits that convulBe<l the audi- 
ence with laughter. The argument of 
Messrs. Cooney and Renneisen was lis- 
tened to with careful attention, each 
being frequently warmly applaude<l. They 
had given careful study to the subject and 
came fortified with facts snd fignrssto 
bear out their sUtements. The audience 
seemed abont equally divided, snd it was 
only after quite a session that the five 
judge* decided to render a decision, 
which waa in favor of Measrs. O'Connell 



and Cooney. This is the first of a serlaa 
of debates to be inaugurated for the bene- 
fit of the young men members, whom it 
is expected will be much improved 
thereby.

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WHO WAS ROCHAMBBAU? 



This Is the query appearing in 
tbe press meat the apfinNKlilag 
unvtiHiiK of • moonmcBt to the 

memory of thia French hero. 
While io the vein of humor the 
query is going the rounda of tbe 
press, there i« no little reel ignor- 
ance at the bottom of it. With all 
our education and boasted knowl- 
edge of our country's history, there 
is too much ignorance of Rodiam- 
baav and other foreigners, to whose 
valor and aid in the hour of need 
tbe American people are indebted 
for tbe eatabliahment of tbe Gov- 
ernment whose protection and 
liberties they enjoy. Lafayette is 
about tbe only foreigner that too 
many Americana know anything 
about, and tbe HeasUns, and their 
idea of foreign participation in t'le 
Aoiericbu Revolution is summed 
up in Waahington'a all^ order, 
"Put only Americans on guard," 
resulting in resentment of honors 
or even tbe right of domicile and 
eiticenahip to foreignera in thia 
country. If atich people will read 
Anjerican history they will find 
tbe list of Frenchmen, Germans, 
Iriah and Polea, who co-operated 
with the Americans in tbe Revolu- 
tion, many sacrificing life and for- 
tune, is a long one, besides the aid 
of Prance on land and aca— particn- 
larly the latter made the TTnited 
States Government a possibility. 
But for such foreign aid it is very 
doubtful if the Revolution would 
have resulted in American inde- 
pendence, and not at all unlikely it 
would have failed and Washington 
and hia compatriots adorned gib- 
bets or died in exile instead of \x 
coming tbe loved and honored 
founders of the gireat American 
Republic, "tbe home of tbe free." 

It was France that furnished the 
fleets that retarded England's naval 
movements— the Americans having 
only a few small vessels — drove off 
British ships, cut off British rein- 
forcements and supplies, co oper- 
ated with the American armies be- 
sides supplying provisions, arms 
and ammunition. It was foreign 
officers who disciplined, organized 
and kept together the "raw" ook>- 
uists, aad rallied them on hard- 
fought fields, at the cost of their 
lives. It was foreign engineers 
who planned American iortificationa 
and directed sieges and assaoUs on 
British strongholds. 

But who was Rochambeau? He 
waa hut one of the many of thoae 
foreign heroes of American liberty. 
He was commander of 6,000 French 
troops sent to aid the Americans at 
a critical time during their struggle 
for liberty, rendered valuable ser- 
vice, aided io planning and carry- 
ing out successfully the famt blow 
of the war, so crushing that Eng- 
land gave it up and recognized the 
American colonies as "free and 
independent States." 

It was in 1 780, tbe darkest days 
of the Amerii-an Revolution. Tbe 
British had swept over GeurgiR, the 
CaroUnas and T%ginla, leaving 
only scattered benda of ragged, 
starved, ill-armed and demoralized 
Americans hiding away in swamps 
and mountains, and Comwallis wss 
at Yorktown with 7,000 troops 
awaiting supplies to be brought by 
fleet from England, when with tbe 
oo-i^iemtkm of Rawdoo on tbe 
South the revolutionists were to be 
.suppressed. Washington, driven 
out of New England, had ^)wn- 
doned New York City to Lord 
Clinton, who with 7,000 men, as 
soon as supplies from England ar- 
rived, was to push on to Phila- 
delphia, disperse the Congress and 
annihilate Wasblnjiton's army of 
about 3,000 men, whose condition 



waa so deplarable that Phila- 
delphians subscribed aoncy to buy 
them food, OoMTe* bctog mable 

to do so. 

This was the condition <rf affairs 
when in Jnly, 1780, a French fleet 

of seventeen war ve&sels under 
Admiral De Ternay, besides trans- 
ports with 6,000 troopa under 
Rochambeau, and supplies and 
munitions for the American troops, 
arrived off tbe Rbcde Lsland coast. 
This FVendi fleet required the at- 
tention of a recently arrived British 
fleet and prevented its being scot 
to Comwallis, as intended, and 
the additfcm of Rochambean's 
force put the British in New York 
on the defensive and they were 
gradually hemmed in tbe city, 
preparatioaa being made to lay 
siege by tbe allied forces. A letter 
to Rochambeau stated that a British 
fleet with reinforcements for Com- 
wallis at Yorktown waa about to 
leave nn^bnil, and that a fleet of 
twenty-eight tbips with 3,000 
French troops had left (or Chesa- 
peake bay to intercept the British 
fleet. Then at Rochambeau's sug- 
gestion the siege of New York was 
absndooed and the entire force 
about 4.000 Americans and 6,000 
French, under Washington and 
Rochambeau — departed for tbe 
Sooth to meet the French fleet and 
join Oreenfe's a.ooo Americans io 
an altark on Yorktown. So sud- 
denly did they go that tbe British 
in New York thought It a ruse, and 
instead of following or sending re- 
inforcements to Yorktown delayed 
until tbe French fleet bad hl'xk- 
aded Chesapeake bay and Waabing 
ton and Rocbambean had almoat 
reached there. Comwallis' hope of 
reinforcements and supplies was 
blasted by the French fleet arriving 
and occupying the hay ahead of tbe 
British fleet, which was subse- 
quently defeated and forced to re- 
tire to New Yoik hathor. 

It was on tbe French flagship 
that Washington, Rochambeau, De 
Grasse and Knox planned tbe bom- 
bardment and aiege of Yorktown. 
While Washington was nominally 
in supreme command and fully 
recogj^ized, tbe bombardment and 
blockade were directed by Admiral 
DeGrasse and the movements and 
assaults of tbe laud forces by 
Rodiamheau. The fleet ifas wholly 
Preach; the lend force of 16,000 
men was made up of lo.oon French 
and 6,000 American troops. So 
earnestly was the siege pressed that 
it laated but seventeen daya, the 
final assaults being by two forces — 
one American under Lafayette, the 
other Frendi under De Viomenil — 
aided by tbe guns of tbe fleet, re- 
sulting in the carrying of two re- 
doubts. Comwallis' position was 
no longer tenable, and he sarren- 
dered two days after, October 19, 
17S1. This was (be last battle of 
the Revolution, though peace was 
not declared and the independence 
of the American colonics acknowl- 
edged till 1783. 

This briefly cxfdains who was 
Rodumbeau. what he did and why 
a monument is erected in bis honor 
in the capital of this great Ameri- 
can republic, notwithstanding be 
waa a foreigner. 



THB WILY YANKBB. 

The coup of the Morgan syndi- 
cate of American capitalists, which 
gives them control of tbe leading 
Atlantic steamship lines and also 
the world's merchant marine, has 
caused apprehension and discussion 
in England. Kngland's great boast 
of power and commerce and, in- 
deed, her greatest advantage over 
must other nations, has been her 
far greater number of tU kinds of 
vessels, practically monopoUacfng 



tbe ocean traffic, and with her 
navy claiming dominion over tbe 
saaa. Thia prestige and advantage 

is not only tbe Briton's pride, but 
most jealously prized; besides in 
control of the seas lies England's 
only hope of defenae agaioit power- 
ful rivala. Henoe the Morgan 
coup, which transfers the control of 
tbe merchant marine to Americans, 
haa Btirred all Bogland. SUtes- 
men, the press, all classes are talk- 
ing about it, and there is manifest a 
desire to prevent its consummation. 
While thia diseossioa and reaearch 
reveals the selfish precaution of 
England in seeking to retain abso- 
lute contnd of an BogUA corpora- 
tiona to the esdnafcm of foreigners, 
under penalty of forfeiture of 
charter, grants, subsidies and 
rights— permitting foreigners to be 
shareholders bnt never managers — 
it also develops the fact th.".t there 
is no law or court decision to inter- 
fere with tbe Morgan indicate 
plan of assuming control of every 
F^nglisb ship corporation, and that, 
too, with all rights, grants and sub- 
sidies under their charters. 

The English law forbids for- 
eigners buying a majority of stock 
and thus owning a controlling in- 
terest in Bnglidi corporattona; tbe 
law also prohibits foreigners from 
holding official or managerial posi- 
tions in English corporations — th- 
ususl way of obtaining pos s e ssi on 
and management of a corporation— 
and the English public seemed se- 
cure against American money and 
enterprise ever depriving Old Bug- 
land of the mastery of the seas and 
ocean carrying trade. Alas! Eng- 
lish law has not been violated. 
Tbe Morgan syndicate has not 
lx)Ught a share of stock nor will 
any American bold a managerial 
poaition. To do either, while tbe 
syndicste might own tbe stock and 
manage the lines, it would l)e with- 
out charier rights, grants and sub- 
sidies—a valueless purchase, tbst 
would soon be msde nseleaa as well 
by the competition of new corpora- 
tions with grunts, rights and sub- 
sidies. 

Tbe Yankee is not investing io 
that kind of ventures; he can do 
better, sometimes without becom- 
ing the owner and manafcr of the 
business he puts his money Into. 
The English ship corporations will 
continue English in stockholders, 
offioera and direct management, 
flying the British flag, just as Eng- 
lish law requires, and will retain 
all charter rights, grants and sub- 
sidies aa anch oorporatloiis. They 
will, however, be comUned with 
all the leading ship lines of tbe 
world, and this combination of 
American capitalists will direct the 
business, regulate tbe schedule, fix 
tbe rates and reap a percentage of 
tbe profits of tbe world's maritime 
trade. This they propose to do by 
saviug of time and expense, by 
avoiding trans-shipments with more 
direct routes, by dispensing with 
waylaadings and wharf and stomge 
charges, economy in bulk buying 
of fuel and necessities, insuring 
their own vessels and cargoes, and 
many other waya in wUdi the 
YankeeJ is an adept at saving 
and making money at the same 
time; aitd that, too, without cur- 
tailing operations, reducing capital 
or trade, hut increasing all of tbem. 

Tbe English, accustomed to tra- 
ditional plodding along the same 
time-worn way, can not understand 
bow it is to be done any more than 
they can bow the Yankee does 
everything else by new and differ- 
cut wa>s from tbe old English — 
and instead of failing and losing at 
it is prospering, getting rich and 
pushing ahead to lead the world, 
while England drops farther to- 
ward tbe rear year by year. 

The Morgan syndicate, as it Is 
called, haa been chartered in New 
Jersey with a capital of $150,000,- 
000, which may be increased. It 
has so far secured control of Amer- 
ican, Bngliah. German, Dotdi and 
French ship lines, and it is reported 
will succeed in dealing with the 
Russian lines in the Pacific. Tbe 
only opposition manifested to it 
is in England, as the Englishmen 
fear they will be losers under the 
proposed changed conditions, and 
tbeir fear may not be groundless, 
since much of the world's traffic 
pays English toll. 



ONLY A BLUFF. 



A blustering ex- Minister has got 
bia name in the L«ondon papers by 
prtqioaing to stop "American ag- 
gression intO^t British markets by 
imposing a prohibitive tariff on all 
American products," and thus shut 
ovt all Ameriain exportations from 
British port«/'>His suggestion is 
ttOt likely to l|£ adopted, much as 
thk Briti8ber|<Wkh» to be spared 
"American aggression," for such 
a course would result in retaliation 
barring all British goods from 
American ports. 

Great Britain is not self-snstsin- 
ing, must be fed, and needs all the 
trade she can get to buy food and 
clothing she can not raise. Tbe 
United States can raise enough to 
feed and clothe the world, is the 
best market for .all goods, can man- 
ufacture everytiiBg that Bngland 
has to sell or get it from other 
countries in exchange for bread 
and meat if England refuses to buy. 
Englaod needs, too much Americans 
have for sale, and Americans are 
too good customers for what Eng- 
land mu.st sell. There is not much 
likelihood of Great Britain ever 
adopting a discriminating tariff 
against American products— not so 
much because' of that "friendly 
feeling" as that she just can't 
afford to cut off her bread and meat 
and shut out her best customer at 
one stroke of tbe pen. 



ENQLISH FARMERS KICK. 

Tbe new British tax does not 
even please tbe English farmer, 
who may expect a higher price for 
his wheat, for though it increases 
the import tax on wheat it does not 
on flour, and it is tbe vast ship- 
ments of American flour into Great 
Britain, India, Australia and the 
African colonies, say tbe farmers, 
that curtail their sslesof wheat and 
deprive tbe British mills of grind 
ing; that the difference in the taxes 
will reduce tbe importation of 
wheat and increase that of flour, 
yielding lesa tax to the Govern- 
ment, but requiring larger expend- 
itures to the Americans and less to 
the British home fdlks, as in the 
price paid for the flour by the Brit- 
ish consumer is included the Amer- 
ican farmer for bis wheat, tbe toll 
to the American miller for grinding, 
tbe w%es to American labor for 
packing, the freight to the Ameri- 
can railroads, and the profit to the 
American merchant, while the Brit- 
ish farmer, the British miller and 
the British laborer get nothing — 
the British railroads and merchant 
get a little— yet British moaey pays 
It all. This ii the the ticnd of 
sentiment at recent Carmen' meet- 
ings in England.

The Most Rev. Dr. Croke, Archbishop 
of Casbel, has given a donation of f '>(NJ to 
the fund now being raised fia the addi- 
tion of a apire to the Church of the 
Saerad Haart, TMaplamora. 

The Right Honorable the Bar! of 
Heath, his Majesty's Lientenant for the 

County of Dublin, with the approval of 
his Kxcellency the Ixiril Lieutenant of 
Ireland, and by special permission of his 
Majesty the King, has been pleased to 
appoint Andrew Jameson, Esq., of Sut- 
ton Honae, Satton, Howtb, a Deputy 
Lieutenant of the Connty of Dniitla. 

The death of Dr. Thomas More Mad- 
den, which occurred at his residence, 
Tynode, County Wicklow, removes from 
the roll of Dublin physicians one of its 
leading members. He wns one of the 
founders of the Children'a Hospital in 
Temple street. Hia anhneqaeat diadnc- 
tion and appolatncata were bubmious, 
both in Irelaad aad foreign couatriea. 

At the Umeriek petty sessions John 
Council, baker, was charged with being 
drunk and with jumping into the Shan- 
non on Sunday afternoon. The escapade 
created a good deal of commotion at the 
time and might have ended tragically, as 
a man who weat to Coanall's reacne was 
brought aahora la aa exhausted condi- 
tion.

He rose 
and weat to let tbt aajjaal oat He then 
notiocd the. ahcd afire, and in apite of 
everf cfloft the lad could not be rescued, 
and waa found dead behind the door in a 
kneeling position, having died appaicBtly 
in the act of praying. 

The Armagh police are inveatigating a 
remarkable ahooting affair which oc- 
curred at the raaidaace of Joha Comptoa, 
J. P., at Umgola. It appear* that one of 
Compton's female servanta was struck 
with a spent bullet which came through 
the kitcbeu wiudow. The girl was not 
injured, but was naturally shocked. The 
police have charge of the bullet, which 
is quite flatteacd aad appeara to be a ride 
bullet. 

The death of Jobs O'Briea, who was 
well known in jonrnaUatic circlea in 

Dublin, Is announced. About three years 
ago O'Brien, owiu^; U> tlir state of his 
health, withdrew truui newspaper work, 
aud he died in Cork, hia native city. He 
had worked as a reporter in Cork, Dublin 
and London, and hia early death must be 
regretted by bis colleaguea, who k^^w 
him as a good fricad aad coapetent 
jouraaliat. 

The fooadatlon stone of a new convent 
in Bcaabrook was laid by hia Eminence 
Cardinal Logne, assisted by hia Lordship 
the Most Rev. Dr. O'Neill, Bishop of 
Dromore.
